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NARRATIVE REPORT 

A) created within the Agency, staffed. with individuals with a mix of disciplines 
and backgrounds, and with the specific mission of implementing the systematic 
review provisions of the Order. Internal procedures have been adopted and an ADP 
system developed for recording review actions. 

B) Carrollton Press, a commercial service, indexes the documents and 
microfilms them. The indices and microfiche are available to the public 
on a subscription basis and thus an individual can find out about what 
has been declassified by the CIA through a visit to a subscribing library.
